Mr Pollard briefly addressed the Jury as 
to incredibility of the plaintiff's statements 
ag opposed to those of Mr. Heard. As for 
the probabilities of “the ‘case, the learned 
cuuusel dwelt upon the improbability of a 
firm of the standing aud name of Messrs 
Heard -paying $18,000, while she still had 
to pay other people. What would be the 
usu of Mr Heard employing au interpreter, 
when his coutract was mate direct with 
Chatain; the only cousistent story wis 
that the interpreter spoken of was Chataiy’s 
man. “liven as to implied ~ contract, the. 
learned: counsel said that,.so far: from his 
clients coming into Cvurt to: ‘'do” the 
plaintiff out-of $1,574, if the Jury-was of 
opinion that the plaintiff sold the ‘stone 
vuder the belief thaf he was. selling it to 
Mr Heard, they: ohght to bring in a‘ verdict 
against defendants. “The whole case, how- 
ever, went againat evep anjiwplied contract 
to pny—otherwise, why was théro not aword 
about Messrs Hyird in plaintiff's books, 
aud vhy-did all the sub-contractors niake 
their contracts with Chatain, through Awa, 
He admitted that.

service rendered in towing herfor 30 ov 35 
wiles Nortli East: of Hongkong into the 
harbour heté, anil they ask for’a decree for 
sucha. sum of mioney out of “the agreed 
value” of the suid Eastward Ho; ler. cargo 
and freiglit, to bs due to them as. compen- 
sation for the said salvage: aervices.: “They 
also ask forthe experiges of the suit, “‘Thiat. 
agreed value was at the dato.of the act on 
etition $11,000. The Achilles is one of a 
live of sleaméis from Liverpool, vit the 
Cape of Gvod: Hope, to” Hongkong anid 
Shanghai.” She is of the burthen-of “1,500 
tons, and. onthe 20th of September last, 
sho was on her return’ voyage from Sharig- 
hai.to- Hongkong with avaliable’ cargo‘of 
1,400 tons of tea, and sighting the Hastward. 
J Ho with Ensign Union. down, a universal 
signal of distress, she deviated for-a‘distance 
estimated at from 6 to? miles from her 
direct course, and after some communica- 
tion, the terms of ‘which are a subject of 
dispute, she towed the Zastward Ho into 
Hongkong—the towing: commencing at 4 
p-ui. of the 29th; and :terminating io ‘the 
harbour inside Green Island wt 4.a,m. of the 
30th Septeniber.
